CasLON IS A SMALL TOWN, not many hours 
removed from New York. At the time of 
which we write, it had culture the way a 
child has measles—painfully and in spots. 

The spots were two in number.—One 
was the Tennyson Talking and Tatting 
Group. The other was the Browning Kait- 
ting and Conversation Club. 

Caslon also had a bookstore—Tome’s—run 
by that long suffering bibliomaniac, Octavus 
Tome. Tome was the one who had the 
pains. He had them in the neck, he had 
them in the cerebellum, but most of all he 
had them in the late afternoon on Fridays 
following third Thursdays. For the Brown- 
ing Knitting and Conversation Club met on 
third Thursdays, and all the following Fri- 
days its members would straggle into his 
shop in quest of all the odd and esoteric 
volumes which had been recommended by 
the speaker of the previous day. The Brown- 
ing Knitting and Conversation Club speakers 
made a specialty of mentioning books that 
Mr. Tome didn’t carry in stock. 

Over the Browning Knitting and Con- 
versation Club, Mr. Tome had about as much 
control as a publisher has over reviewers. 
For the president of the B. K. C. Club, Mrs. 
Leon Mutton, wife of Caslon’s foremost 
butcher and grocer, liked, less than anyone 
else in Caslon, the president of the Tenny- 
son Talking and Tatting Group—and the 
president of the T. T. T. Group was none 
other than Mrs. Octavus Tome. 

The cultural development of Caslon, di- 
vided as it was, affected Mr. Tome like 
growing pains—he felt it where he least ex- 
pected it. 


The T. T. T. Groupers were bad enough, 
but he had, at least, convinced his wife, and 
through her the rest of the Groupers, that 
if she expected him to have the books in 
stock which the T. T. T. Group speakers 
recommended, then the T. T. T. Group 
speakers must give him a list of them in 
advance. 

He had tried to convince Mrs. Leon Mut- 
ton, and through her the other members of 
the B. K. C. Club, of the desirability of 
such an arrangement, but to no avail. Maybe 
his failure was due to Mrs. Mutton’s in- 
ability to see the logic and simple sense of 
his request; maybe it was due to a desire 
to have cause to belittle Mr. Tome’s selling 
abilities; maybe it was merely due to Mrs. 
Mutton’s desire to weaken Mrs. Tome’s cul- 
tural supremacy in Caslon by weakening Mr. 
Tome’s economic position. 

For whatever reason, Mrs. Mutton failed 
to instruct her speakers to send Tome ad- 
vance lists of books to be recommended. 
And for this reason, Mr. Tome suffered the 
tortures of the damned on Friday _after- 
noons. 

“Have you a copy of Bodoni’s ‘Esthetics 
of Type’?” 

“I’m sorry, I haven't,’ would say Mr. 
Tome. “Can I get it for you?” 

“No. I need it today.’ Whereupon a dis- 
satisfied customer would go flouncing out of 
his shop to tell everyone she met that it was 
a pity “Caslon hasn't one bookstore. Tome 
seems to run a detective story emporium. 
He never has a serious book—not one that 
one wants.” 

“Good afternoon, Mr. Tome. I don’t sup- 
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pose you have a copy of Benedictine’s “Dy- 
namic Symmetry of Uncials, have you?” 

“No. I’m sorry. I haven't.” Then, wearily, 
“Can I get it for you?” 

“Certainly not,” says another sower of dis- 
content. “I need it today.” 

At this point, Mr. Tome would know that 
the Browning Knitting and Conversation 
Club had, on the previous afternoon, heard 
a paper on some such subject as “Type as a 
Factor in Presenting and Preserving Poetic 
Spirit,” in the course of which ten books had 
probably been mentioned, three of which 
were out of print, five of which were pub- 
lished only in England, one of which sold 
for $20, and the tenth, one that had sold 
fifteen copies in five years; all of which, 
though, he was supposed to have in stock. 

“Mr. Tome,” this in the condescending, 
the poisonous, the malicious voice of Mrs. 
Leon Mutton, come in to make Mr. Tome’s 
defeat and humiliation complete, “Mr. 
Tome, I wonder if you have a copy of Chel- 
tenham’s ‘Glory and Grief As Portrayed by 
Ascenders and Descenders’?” 

“Mrs. Mutton—I’m sorry. 
I get it for you?” 

“Certainly not. I need it today. I was 
told I could get it at my bookseller’s.” 

“But you can, Mrs. Mutton, if you'll give 
me two days.” 

“Two days will be too late.” 

“Don’t you understand, Mrs. Mutton,” said 
Mr. Tome, trying for the two hundredth 
time to explain the reasons why he couldn’t 
stock such a title, “that I can only carry the 
books for which there is some likelihood of 
demand.” 

“No, Mr. Tome. I only understand that 
you never have a book I] want. My friends 
say the same thing. I wonder you have any 
business.” 

So did Mr. Tome, for the members of the 
B. K. C. Club talked. 

Knowledge of their gossip came back to 
him. His customers left him. His business 
declined. Five years he had survived the 
demands of the Browning Knitting & Con- 
versation Club. But there is an end to every- 
thing. 

Tome had never talked about his troubles 
to Mrs. Tome, first because he didn’t want 
to worry her, second because he had no great 
faith in her business judgment, and_ third 
because he didn’t want to give her any more 
reason for resenting Mrs. Mutton.

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The day came, however, when he thought 
it was best to tell all. Mrs. Tome surprised 
her husband. She took it calmly and quietly, 
said nothing. Mr. Tome was relieved. Giv- 
ing up the shop at least would not be a 
shock. 

Mr. Tome talked to his wife on Monday. 
Wednesday morning, Mr. Leon Mutton 
heard a considerable commotion in the mid 
dle of his grocery store. “Do you mean to 
tell me that this grocery store doesn’t even 
carry Flakesies?” 

“I’m sorry,” said the clerk, “can we order 
it for you?” 

“No. I need it today.” Whereupon Mr. 
Mutton saw a dissatisfied customer flounce 
out of his shop with an anger which would 
probably become articulate with such words 
as, “it’s a pity Caslon hasn’t one grocery 
store. Mutton seems to run a meat shop. 
He never has good cereals—not the ones that 
one wants.” 

A little later, an old and hitherto satisfied 
customer shocked Mr. Mutton by the bel- 
ligerant way she said, “Good afternoon. | 
don’t suppose you have M’lasses Muffin Mix, 
have you?” 

“No. I’m sorry. I haven't.” Then with 
some effort to sweeten his voice, “Can I get 
it for you?” 

“Certainly not,” said the customer with 
such finality that Mutton was shocked again, 
“T need it today.” 

All day Wednesday, all day Thursday, all 
day Friday, and all day Saturday, old and 
formerly friendly customers turned on him. 
First they’d ask for some odd or esoteric item 
of food which the largest grocery could 
hardly be expected to stock. Then, when 
they had been told as nicely as possible that 
it wasn’t available, they would raise their 
voices, attract the attention of all the other 
customers, and announce to all those present 
that Mr. Mutton never had run a_ good 
grocery store and probably never would. Mr. 
Mutton feared that all of his customers would 
be incited to disaffection. Sunday, he prayed 
that it would end before he was ruined. 

On Monday noons, all good merchants of 
Caslon were wont to gather for the sake of 
Rotary, and their spirits. 

Mutton’s spirit needed it. Prayer, appar- 
ently, had done him no good. He was wan 
and haggard, in disturbing contrast to his 
usual radiant health. He took his place at 
the table, not even noticing that he was 
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sitting beside Tome until that person said, 
shocked, “Why, Leon, what’s the matter? 
You look sick.” 

Leon took a minute to come to, but when 
he saw it was Tome speaking he bristled and 
straightened like an old lady who had 
nodded into an open bottle of smelling salts, 
his head snapped back. “I’m not sick, I’m 
worried, my business is being ruined.” 

“I can sympathize with you,” said Oc- 
tavus, “mine is, too.” 

“It’s the women.” 

“The same with me,” said the bookseller, 
“been going on for years. How do they do 
it to you?” 

Mutton grumbled, “They keep asking for 
things I don’t carry, things for which there 
isn’t any demand, things I couldn’t sell once 
in ten years. And then when [ tell them it 
will take a day or two, they say that won't 
do, that they need it that very day.” 

“Humph,” said Tome, “That’s exactly 
what they have been doing in my place ever 
since I’ve been in business.” 

“You can’t run a business that way, Oc- 
tavus.” 

“You're right.” 

“°Tain’t reasonable.” 

“Tt certainly isn’t, Leon.” 

“All last week it went on, Octavus, so 
much that yesterday I prayed it would stop.” 

“Well, did it?” 

“No. Look here, Octavus, you and I have 
been good friends. I can talk to you, can’t 
I—frankly, I mean?” 

“Go right ahead, Leon, go right ahead.” 

“Well, Octavus, prayer failed me. This 
morning, it started again. And this time, 
Octavus, this morning, it was your wife.” 

“My wife?” 

“Yes,” said Leon, “your wife. She came in 
when there were about fifteen other cus- 
tomers, and she said ‘Mr. Mutton,’ and her 
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voice was loud, and condescending, and 
malicious, most unusual, she said, ‘Mr. Mut- 
ton, | wonder if you have a can of Boneless 
Finnish Finnies?? And I said, as nice and 
pleasant as I could, ‘Mrs. Tome—I’m sorry. 
I haven’t. Can I get some for you?’ And 
then, Octavus, with everyone listening, she 
said, “Certainly not. I need it today. I was 
told I could get it at my grocer’s. So I said 
to her, trying to calm her down, ‘But you | 
can, Mrs. Tome, if you'll give me two days.’ 
But she snapped, forgive me, Octavus, but 
she did, “Two days will be too late.’” 

To say that Octavus was interested is stat- 
ing it lightly. So interested was he that he 
could only nod encouragement to Mutton to 
continue. 

“So then I said to her, ‘don’t you under- 
stand, Mrs. Tome, that I can only carry 
the things for which there is some likelihood 
of a demand?’”’ 

“What did she say?” asked Tome. 

“She said, ‘no, Mr. Mutton. I only under- 
stand that you never have the things J want. 
My friends say the same thing. I wonder 
you have any business.’ ” 

The words sounded in Mr. Tome’s ears 
like a familiar tune. He looked at Mutton, 
thought carefully, and then with measured 
words said, “Leon. You've got a wife, too.” 

“Me got a wife? ’Course I have. What’re 
you getting at?” 

Lunch was being served, and Tome had a 
long story to tell, so he said, “Come outside, 
Leon, where we won't be disturbed.” 

Two days later, Mr. Tome received a list 
of the books which the next speaker of the 
Browning Knitting and Conversation Club 
intended to recommend. 

Culture still waxes spotty in Caslon, but it 
isn’t so painful, for Octavus Tome, or for 
Leon Mutton, either. 
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ALTHOUGH A BOOKMAN’s HOLIDAY is popularly 
supposed to resemble the sailor’s shore leave 
spent in a Central Park rowboat, the fact 1s 
booksellers rarely turn out to be notorious 
buyers and collectors of books. One of the 
exceptions to this generalization is C. H. 
Litzelmann, now rounding out forty-three 
years of continuous activity in the book busi- 
ness. Incidentally it is interesting to note 
that during the entire length of this period 
Mr. Litzelmann has been connected with only 
one house, the firm of Charles E. Lauriat 
Company, Boston booksellers. 

Finding employment in the Congregational 
House when he was sixteen, Mr. Litzelmann 
quickly made the one shift of his whole busi- 
ness life. At that time the then firm of Estes 
and Lauriat occupied a large double store 
opposite the Old South Meeting House. It 
boasted the presence of such sterling salesmen 
as Seneca Sandford, Charles Lord and old 
James M. Piper, a humorist of the first water, 
who signed his name to facetious letters in 
scroll-like “flummi-diddles” and sold books 
almost to the day of his death at the age of 
ninety-two. In such an atmosphere the 
youngster fresh from school worked up in 
the usual way to a position in the office under 
Mr. Parsons. But a year of this work was 
enough; he told the elder Mr. Lauriat he 
would either have to make a change or get 
out. Instead of firing him, the head of the 
firm told young Litzelmann to make the 
rounds of all departments—a kind of re- 
serve man. He did, but soon came under the 
influence of another remarkable bookman, 
Mr. Webber. He became the latter’s “striker” 
and learned a great deal about the library end 
of the business, especially when it seemed 
best for Mr. Webber to take an increased 
share in the general management of the store. 

At length Mr. Litzelmann graduated to the 
floor, but not before he had had several 
younger men under him. One of these was 


the present Charles E- Lauriat, who is now 
head of the firm bearing his name. Another 
was the Publishers’ Weekly's own editor, 





“The Godliest Pursuit of Man....” 


An Interview with C. H. Litzelmann, Forty-three Years a Bookseller 
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Frederic G. Melcher. As a salesman Mr. 
Litzelmann had his finger on whatever came 
along, selling his customers everything from 
the latest fiction to the classics in fine old 
leather bindings. Today he shares in the 
buying of the modern lines. In the Washing- 
ton Street store from which Lauriat’s has 
only just moved he occupied the curious 
little stand-up desk with its hidden lamp, 
that had become a tradition and a landmark 
in the minds of all book connoisseurs through- 
out New England. Situated in the front 
of the shop at the foot of the stairs leading 
to the balcony, it dominated the counters 
devoted to the modern books. 

The importance of this little desk can only 
be appreciated by booksellers who understand 
the purposes to which Mr. Litzelmann put 
it. On either side were drawings of the man 
himself. The one in the form of an old Eng- 
lish print done by Francis Hight appears 
on page 961. The other shows Mr. Litzel- 
mann being pestered by a difficult woman 
customer; it bears in large letters the inscrip- 
tion, “Morley Was Right!” The joke being, 
of course, that the artist, becoming impatient 
one day, while waiting to see Mr. Litzelmann, 
recalled sardonically Christopher Morley’s 
well-known saying that “Bookselling is the 
most godly diversion known to man.” Mr. 
Morley, hearing about the drawing, wrote 
this verse: 


Ignore this portrait if you can 
I do not like its looks 

But the godliest pursuit of man 
Is—selling books! 


Mr. Litzelmann believes the old world 
atmosphere, meticulously built up and left 
for browsing customers to discover for them- 
selves, has been the origin of many sales and 
unnumbered friendships. 

The desk summarizes the character and in- 
stincts of the man. Beginning with the clas- 
sics in fine bindings, Mr. Litzelmann_ has 
extended his collecting interests to the auto- 
graphs of the presidents, memoirs, Napoleon- 
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jana, extra-illustrating and the bookplates of 
Sidney Smith, of which he has probably the 
only complete collection. Mr. Lauriat made 
him photograph a beautifully decorated four- 
volume set of the fables of Aesop and Gay. 
Mr. Litzelmann, therefore, has sixteen plates 
of the covers showing their richly-wrought de- 
sign both inside and out. One of his books 
on Napoleon contains 400 extra illustrations 
and another 600. He is at present working 
with a customer on the extra-illustrating of 
Harry B. Smith’s “First Nights and First 
Editions” which naturally offers almost un- 
limited scope. In his cellar at home, more- 
over, he has created a small museum, and to 
hide the heating unit he has built a screen 
on which Frederick L. King, the designer of 
“Morley Was Right!”’, has painted three book- 
ish panels. 

Collecting is Mr. Litzelmann’s primary in- 
terest, but chiefly because he is interested in 
people and wants to have the books he likes 
in attractive bindings. The cheap editions 
he believes are spoiling the bookseller’s bread- 
and-butter market. “Readers,” he says, “are 
increasingly holding off, waiting for the dol- 
lar editions of works they want to read. But 
then, having bought these, they are unwilling 
and of course frequently unable to buy (be- 
cause it is out of stock) the more lasting edi- 


brary.” Limited editions, also, he thinks, 
hurt the collecting end of bookselling, chiefly 
because of the fact that the publishers have 
overdone them. 

The old, pre-depression prices for collectors’ 
items are gone for a long time to come, Mr. 
Litzelmann says. But though collectors were 
among those hardest hit, they still want to 
buy. Mr. Litzelmann mentioned a recent sale 
he made of an original edition of Gibbon’s 
“Decline and Fall,” and also of certain 
medieval missals, to show that at much 
reduced prices there is still a market for fine 
old items. “But a bookseller cannot afford to 
specialize today. The day of sets being past,” 
he quickly added, “‘it is necessary to put one’s 
hand to anything that comes along.” 

Mr. Litzelmann states it as his opinion that 
the new trends in biography are on the whole 
good. “Much of the older biography was 
unequivocally stodgy, dull and hard to read.” 
Strachey’s “Queen Victoria” marked the 
change towards a new, jazzier style. Without 
standing behind the irresponsible, more super- 
ficial aspects of this livelier method, Mr.

Litzelmann nevertheless feels that the wide 
sale of such writers as Strachey and Gamaliel 
Bradtord will have a stabilizing and at the 
same time strengthening influence on the 
writing as well as the sale of biography and 
serious non-fiction books as a whole. Like 
many another bookseller, Mr. Litzelmann has 
noted the tendency of readers to turn to the 
more worth-while books of the day. Curt- 
ously enough, he made these predictions re- 
garding the consolidation by writers of the 
best of the old and the best of the new only 
a day following a speech made in Boston by 
the distinguished actor, Otis Skinner, who 
appealed for a kindlier, less harshly realistic 
form of contemporary thought. When this 
was called to his attention, Mr. Litzelmann’s 
eye immediately lighted for, after forty-three 
years of continuous bookselling, he still repre- 
sents a striking exception to another popular 
generalization regarding the profession. He 
is a bookseller who loves books for them- 
selves, yet has never lost his practical flair for 
the business of selling them. His clients are 
literally legion and range from the top rank 
of Boston’s civic leaders to Harvard Univer- 
sity’s well-loved “Copey.” 
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HOLD every man a debtor to bis profession, 

from the which, as men of course do seek to re- 
ceive countenance and profit, so ought they of duty 
to endeavor themselves, by way of amends, to be a 
help and ornament thereunto. —Bacon. 


Copyright Bill Criticized 


Book PUBLISHERS made a vigorous protest 
last week against the exclusion from any 
American copyright bill 
of the theory of terri- 
torial division of book 
rights, which is the 
foundation of American 
book publishing as it re- 
lates to the handling of 
books of authors of 
other countries. As re- 
ported in last week’s 
Publishers’ Weekly, a draft of a bill 
which would have been disastrous to book 
publishing and distribution in this country 
was being considered by an Inter-Depart- 
mental Committee headed by Dr. Wallace 
McClure of the Department of State, the 
draft being a tentative one which would not 
be presented as a Congressional bill until it 
had had further study. 

On Thursday last a committee of four of 
the National Association of Book Publishers, 
consisting of Frederic G. Melcher, chairman; 
John Macrae, president of E. P. Dutton & 
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Company; Russell Doubleday of Doubleday, 
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Doran & Company, and Walter Wiechmann 
of Sullivan & Cromwell, attorneys, presented 
the case of the book publishers at Washing- 
ton and were given a considerate hearing. 
Similar points of view were presented on the 
same day by the National Publishers’ Asso- 
ciation (periodicals) by representatives and 
attorney, and the Book Manufacturers’ In- 
stitute was heard on Monday of this week. 

The Authors’ League called a special coun- 
cil meeting on Wednesday, February 27th, 
and after careful study of the draft found that 
the interests of American authors were so 
neglected that a telegram of protest was sent 
to Washington. 

As was brought out at the hearing, the 
principle of the right of an author to sub- 
divide his rights territorially is contained in 
the English law and in the Canadian law, 
and it is even more important that it should 
be included in the American statute. With- 
out such a provision, an English author cou'd 
sell to an American publisher the right to 
publish his book in America, and the Eng- 
lish publisher of the same book could com- 
pete without hindrance in this market by 
selling to other publishers, jobbers, retailers 
or individuals. Under the present law such 
competitive selling is restricted to institutions 
and individuals, and the book publishers in 
presenting their case offered an amendment 
which should continue a situation similar to 
that which at present exists. 


The Government Is Already in 
Business 


WITH DISCUSSION RUNNING HIGH as to the le- 
gality of the United States Government’s 
entering into competition with private busi- 
ness, it must occur to the booktrade, whether 
they agree with the TVA type of experiment 
or not, that the book industry has had con- 
siderable experience with the competition 
with governmental activities, so much expe- 
rience, in fact, that such competition is ac- 
cepted as a matter of course. The publisher 
of books on agriculture or gardening, let us 
say, knows perfectly well that the Govern- 
ment issues competitive material on farming, 
the publisher of a book on the care and feed- 
ing of children is well aware that his publi- 
cation is in competition with inexpensive 
or free books on the subject made available 
by the Government, map publishers realize 
that they are in competition with the Gov- 
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ernment as well as individual States in issu- 
ing maps. When it comes to the distribution 
and retail selling of merchandise, the book- 
trade has faced more governmental competi- 
tion than other industries, as the distribution 
of reading matter is undertaken by practi- 
cally every political unit in the country, fed- 
eral, state, county, city and town, and still 
there is left wide opportunity for private 
initiative. 

If our day is to see the beginning of an 
era of greater collectivist activities, it might 
well be that someone should make a thor- 
ough study of the pros and cons of the dis- 
tribution of informative printed matter with 
the aim of finding out just how much help 
or hindrance is involved in governmental 
activity in a commercial field. 


Credit Where It Is Due 


SUBSCRIPTION PUBLISHERS were given credit 
in the February number of the Journal of 
the National Education Association for hav- 
ing endeavored to put their house in order 
through provisions in their code. Gilbert O. 
Ward, chairman of the Subscription Books 
Committee of the American Library Asso- 
ciation, reviewed the code from the point of 
view of the school library, and, after sum- 
marizing the code’s provisions, said: 

“In all seriousness, the group of far- 
seeing reputable publishers of the subscrip- 
tion booktrade whose efforts have resulted 
in the code deserve the thanks of the public 
for the substantial measure of protection 


which is now extended the book  pur- 
chaser.” 
Mr. Ward pointed out, however, that 


these provisions are similar to those under 
which the Federal Trade Commission has 
acted since 1924, and that, while “a large 
majority of subscription book publishers voi- 
untarily promised to discontinue a. long list 
of vicious trade practices in terms very much 
like those of the present agreement, an atti- 
tude of polite wariness seems to remain the 
best policy for the buyer, at least for the 
present.” Mr. Ward went on to say, “The 
practice of selling by subscription is in itself 
legitimate and is often the most practicable 
method of marketing books of certain types. 
Many reputable publishers employ it largely 
or exclusively, and many excellent works are 
so handled. The trouble is that the method 
easily lends itself to abuse at the expense

of the prospect and of the well-intentioned 
publisher.” 

This statement of general conditions places 
credit where credit is due, for ever since 
1924 the best houses in the subscription field 
have labored vigorously to establish a stand- 
ard of practice that would place their busi- 
ness on a proper basis from the point of 
view of school and library purchases. The 
adoption of the code further emphasizes that 
this program isn’t to be allowed to fall by 
the wayside. 


Still Shorter Hours Projected 


ALL RETAILERS, and certainly bookstores, have 
a natural anxiety about the bill which is be- 
fore Congress called the Black Thirty-Hour 
Bill, which would heavily increase their cost 
of doing business and make it necessary for 
them to have staggered hours in order to 
cover fully the buying’ times of purchasers. 
According to a report from Washington, this 
bill may be reported out of committee shortly, 
and it is held to have a chance of passing in 
the Senate. 

Retailers do not believe that such a measure 
with its drastic change in present methods 
would be of any aid to employment. Dr. 
Paul H. Nystrom of the National Retail Code 
Authority asserts that, “If adopted, this bill 
will result in widespread business difficulties 
if not disaster. A general adoption of the 
thirty-hour work week, with present weekly 
rates of wages continued, as proposed by the 
bill, would result in increased costs of pro- 
duction and distribution estimated conserva- 
tively at not less than 25°94. These increased 
costs would have to be added to the prices of 
goods and would therefore fall upon con- 
sumers.”” 

Booksellers would do well to write to their 
Congressmen with carefully considered com- 
ment on the effect of such a measure on 
employment.

Doubleday Awards Two Prizes 
in Story Novel Contest 


BECAUSE THE JUDGES were deadlocked _be- 
tween two entirely different manuscripts in 
the Doubleday, Doran—Story Magazine 
Prize Novel contest, Doubleday has decided 
to duplicate the prize and award $1,000 
over and above royalties to each author. The 
winners are Dorothy McCleary for her novel 
“Not for Heaven,’ and Edward Anderson 
for his “Hungry Men.” 

Since one of the requirements of the con- 
test was that only those authors who had had 
a story published or accepted by Story should 
be eligible, not more than 50 manuscripts 
were submitted. The purpose of the prize 
was to encourage the growth of an indigenous 
American literature. Judges were Martha 
Foley, editor of Story; Lewis Gannett, book 
critic of the New York Herald Tribune, and 
Harry E. Maule, managing editor of Double- 
day, Doran. 

When the choice was narrowed down to 
two books, it was found that one, “Hungry 
Men,” was representative of the ultra-modern 
proletarian school and that the other, “Not 
for Heaven,” was representative of an en- 
tirely different but equally American type of 
writing, modern, but timeless. Discussion, 
persuasion and secret ballot failed to bring 
a choice. Splitting the prize was debated 
and rejected. Finally it was decided to dupli- 
cate the prize. The two novels will be pub- 


lished in May. 


British Bookseller Honored 


Joun G. Witson, who was for many years 
director of Bumpus’s in London and who is 
now manager-director of a new company 
which has taken over the ownership of that 
famous bookstore, was guest of honor at 
the February meeting of the P.E.N. Club 
in London. The affair was the direct result 


of an article in the New Statesman and Na- 
tion pointing out that England had never 
honored her publishers and booksellers as 
they had deserved and specifically suggesting 
that such honor was due Mr. Wilson.

St. Nicholas Magazine has gone to the Edu- 
cational Publishing Corporation, with editor- 
ial offices at 419 Fourth Avenue, New York 
City, and Roy Walker, president, says that 
the famous periodical will never change 
hands again. Last week Mrs. J. David Stern 
gave a “St. Nicholas Party” in the penthouse 
of the New York Post Building, where more 
than 115 guests, including artists, authors 
and publishers, had a chance to discuss plans 
for replacing St. Nicholas in its former place 
in the field of children’s literature. Plans 
for improvement include a gradual increase 
in size, changes in art work, general make- 
up and layout, and a schedule including the 
best of prose and verse for children. 


Thorndike-Century Dictionary 
Issued in Trade Edition 


A TRADE EDITION of “The Thorndike-Century 
Junior Dictionary” was published on Febru- 
ary 25th by the D. Appleton-Century Com- 
pany. An educational edition was published 
in January by Scott, Foresman & Co. The 
Appleton-Century Indexed edition will have 
wrappers and binding differing from the ed- 
ucational edition and will have a thumb 
index. It will sell for $2. There will be an 
extensive advertising campaign with appro- 
priations of several thousand dollars, em- 
phasizing the extraordinary value of this dic- 
tionary to the child. 
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An Interview with George T. Dunlap 


He Takes up Presidency of “G. & D.” 


Ir THE activities of the publishers of popu- 
lar-priced books is an indication of a broad- 
ening market, the present optimism of Gros- 
set & Dunlap at the time of reorganization 
and election of officers has more than ordi- 
nary significance. In a special interview 
given to the Publishers’ Weekly, George T. 
Dunlap, now president of the firm, made an 
interesting summary of the conditions in the 
publishing market as he finds them today. 

Very naturally, his mind turned first to the 
rapid extension of the market for books on 
popular education, so dramatically indicated 
by the sale of 200,000 of Roget’s “Thesau- 
rus.” (Grosset & Dunlap’s first estimate of 
the possibilities of this book had been set 
at 20,000.) “The trend today,” said Mr. 
Dunlap, “is toward self education, and in- 
formative books are continuing in increasing 
demand. This increase is not entirely due 
to price but also to more intense and timely 
exploitation. It cannot be denied that the 
crossword puzzle fad, promoted over several 
years, has increased the demand for books 
on words, but at the same time the right 
use of words has always been to most people 
a symbol for cultural advance, and the sale 
of dictionaries and other word books was 
bound to increase with the public in its pres- 
ent constructive mood.” 

“Is the sale of fiction showing any upturn 
from its recent drop?” Mr. Dunlap was 
asked. “For the first time in several years 
this seems assured,” said Mr. Dunlap. “Fic- 
tion went downhill because of hard times, 
partly because of the omnipresent distress 
merchandise still in evidence, and also be- 
cause of the rapid development of the small 
rental libraries which could use any kind of 
merchandise for their purposes. The de- 
mand, however, is coming back in a reas- 
suring way. Our experiment of picking out 
from our lines a group of 100 Back Log 
Books for separate promotion has been ex- 
tremely successful. We banked on the fact 
that there was a large reading public that 
was tired of sophisticated and gangster books 
and prepared to introduce them to the type 
of book which in the past commanded a vast 
reading public and books which can be used

by all the family. The tremendous sale ot 
the recent ‘Magnificent Obsession’ is an 
indication that this demand is not dead, and, 
if any further proof is needed, one has only 
to point to the public response to such films 
as ‘Little Women’ and ‘David Copperfield.’ 

“We are now ready to supplement this 
Back Log Campaign with other book group- 
ings. We shall take from our list the out- 
standing historical novels of recent years 
like ‘Mississippi Bubble’ or ‘Richard Car- 
vel’ and group these together as material for 
a special campaign. 

“We have already launched and have had 
a quick response to our campaign on Popu- 
lar Romances, using as a heading for our 
cut-out ‘As long as there are homes the 
enchanting novels of Temple Bailey, Grace 
Livingston Hill and Lida Larrimore will be 
read and cherished there. Three million 
copies of the books of these three authors 
have been sold in the 75c¢ edition.” 

Mr. Dunlap drew F. L. Reed, vice-presi- 
dent and general manager, into the discus- 
sion of present tendencies of juveniles under 
the new organization’s policy, and Mr. Reed 
said that the firm’s first campaign of the 
spring would be based on the theory that 
the radio has been responsible for increasing 
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the reading age of the boy, and the boy of 
fourteen would now be reading what in the 
past has been regarded as eighteen-year-old 
material. In April the firm will have ready 
a series of Western Stories for Boys, and a 
little later a series of Detective Stories for 
Boys. Asked whether this change in read- 
ing age was also true of girls, Mr. Reed said 
girls were demanding their own type of mys- 
tery stories and buying them in quantity. 

“The Madeleine Brandeis series of travel 
books,” said Mr. Reed, “has been one of the 
most interesting features of the firm’s recent 
program, as it proved the extent of the mar- 
ket for informational books for younger chil- 
dren. This 5o0c illustrated series is the result 
of many trips to Europe, Miss Brandeis hav- 
ing been abroad three times since she began 
to gather material for the Children of All 
Lands Stories. Now she is ready to begin 
her Children of America Stories, taking the 
country sectionally, the first two to be ‘Car- 
men of the Gold Coast’ and ‘Little Rose of 
the Mesa.’ There will be other different 
sectional books to follow. 

“That the book market could absorb rap- 
idly astonishing quantities of stamp collect- 
ing material could have been prophesied, in 
advance,” said Mr. Reed, “but the extent of 
it we did not at first realize. Our effort has 
been to meet only the demand for the books 
for the young and beginning collectors, plan- 
ning books specifically for such use. Onlv 
last year Kimball’s book on ‘Commemora- 
tive Stamps’ sold to a total of 10,000 in a 
short time, and the “World Wide Stamp AIl- 
bum’ was such a success last fall that we 
are now planning it in a loose-leaf style at 
$2. This loose-leaf album prints on each 
left-hand page facsimiles of the designs used 
oa all the principal series of stamps of a 
given country and then provides a large 
amount of informational material about the 
country and its stamps, which is considered of 
importance by collectors and by educators. 
The right-hand page is blank with spacings 
for all types of stamps, and the beginner can 
arrange his series without attempting to 
place each one in its own separate cubicle. 
Two hundred and sixty-seven countries are 
covered in this book, and extra pages can 
be had at 15c for 10.” 

Altogether the new Grosset & Dunlap 
organization, which is the old organization 
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closing the gap left by its old leader, Alex- 
ander Grosset, is finding the 1935 problems 
extremely interesting and market develop- 
ments very challenging to its editorial and 
sales departments. 


New Publishing Company 


W. K. Fupce is to be chairman of directors 
of a new publishing company, to be called 
Gymnic Publishers, Ltd., now being formed 
under the joint auspices of Fudge & Co., 
Ltd., and The Gymnic Association of Great 
Britain. C.S. Davies, the Secretary of Fudge 
& Co., Ltd., will also be a director of the 
new company. The remaining two seats on 
the Board will be filled by two members of 
the Council of The Gymnic Association. 


Wheaton College Holds Book Day 


WueEaTon Co ..ece in Norton, Mass., held its 
first Book Day on February 24th, when rare 
and interesting volumes belonging to faculty 
and students were put on display at the home 
of Professor Ralph P. Boas, head of the Eng- 
lish Department. The Book Day is intended 
to stimulate interest in book collecting. 
Wheaton College has established a prize for 
the best student library, to be judged by the 
taste it reveals and its comprehensiveness, 
which will be awarded at commencement 
time, by President Park. Among the books 
on display last week were a Shakespeare 
First Folio, and one of Luther’s Bibles, done 
by his own printer, Hans Lufft, in 1560.

IN THE COMMENT On the output of publishers 
for 1934 in the Annual Summary Number of 
the Publishers’ Weekly, the statement was 
made that “of the university presses, Colum- 
bia leads with 68, followed by the University 
of Chicago Press and Yale University Press.” 
The list of publishers who issued 5 books or 
more in 1934 shows that Teachers College of 
Columbia University published 54 books dur- 
ing the year, compared with Chicago’s 54 and 
Yale’s 38.

THREE DAYS AFTER PUBLICATION, with one of 
those days a holiday and another a Saturday, 
“Inflation Ahead” by Willard M. Kiplinger 
and Frederick Shelton has already gone 
through 18,000 copies and was selling twice 
as fast as “The Coming American Boom” in 
its heyday. Al Leventhal of Simon & 
Schuster tells us that the Doubleday, Doran 
Book Shop at 31 Nassau Street sold 96 copies 
the first day and found 23 orders in the mail 
the next morning. Macy’s has already bought 
750 copies, and on Saturday, a half day, 
Simon & Schuster took orders for 3,200 copies. 
Most of the sales so far are in New York City. 


Dale Warren of Houghton Mifflin tells us 
that the demand for imprinted circulars for 
“Green Light,’ the new novel by Lloyd 
Douglas, is the greatest in the history of the 
company. Already, two weeks before pub- 
lication, requests for more than 350,000 cir- 
culars have been received. Advance orders 
number over 40,000. 
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Houghton Mifflin received 1,000 requests for 
application blanks for their two Literary 
Fellowships, during the first month after 
they were announced. The heaviest mail 
came from New York City, California and 
the Middle West. Most of the proposed 
books are in the field of “pure literature,” 
but there are other projects as well, ranging 
from a work on trisecting the angle to an in- 
troduction to Chinese chess. 
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Coincident with the reopening of Mare 
Connelly’s “The Green Pastures” at the 44th 
Street Theatre in New York on February 
26th, Farrar & Rinehart brought out a new 
edition of the play, priced at $1. That date 
marks the fifth birthday of the play. The 
book has sold 39,000 copies. On the stage 
it has been given 1,653 times in 203 cities. 
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“National Velvet,’ Enid Bagnold’s first 
novel in nine years, has been selected by the 
Book Society in England as the April choice. 
Morrow will publish it in this country on 
March 27th, two days before the running of 
the Grand National, the great turf classic 
that plays an important part in the story. 
English publication by Heinemann will fol- 
low the American publication.

Because of wide popular demand the time 
for the closing of the Lippincott-Harrap 
Prize Mystery Novel Contest (announced in 
the Publishers’ Weekly for December 22nd) 
has been extended two months, from May 
31st to July 31st, 1935.

What interested us the most, 
though, was one of the quotations supporting 
this early use. “Lord Nelson conveyed the 
following sentence by telegraph, to the fleet 
—England expects every man will do his 
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duty’.

Mr. Frederick M. Hopkins writes in his 
“Rare Book Notes” in The Publishers’ 
Weekly ot February gth an extremely inter- 
esting paragraph about John Clare. 

He makes one or two mistakes, however, 
which I may perhaps be permitted to point 
out. He says that the Oxford edition of 
Clare’s “Poems” with biographical introduc- 
tion by Edmund Blunden was published in 
1920. This is not true. We have no edition 
of the “Poems” edited by Edmund Blunden. 
We did, however, publish Mr. Blunden’s 
“Sketches in the Life of John Clare” in 1931. 
In 1908, sometime before the general revival 
of interest in John Clare, we published “Select 
Poems of John Clare,” edited by A. Symons, 
in the Oxford Miscellany Series. We also 
published “The Life of John Clare” in 1932; 
and I should like to point out that Mr. Hop- 
kins misspelled the names of the authors, 
J. W. and Anne Tibble—not “Tibbals” as he 


has it.

UNRELIABLE BIBLIOGRAPHIES

I beg leave to take issue with a remark 
of the writer who contributes “Points of In- 
terest” on p. 810 of your issue of February 
16th. He says, “The [rare book] trade gen- 
erally resents all new bibliographies,” etc., 
and his meaning is clearly to damn this at- 
titude. If he realized not only the number 
of thoroughly unreliable bibliographies that 
have been issued in recent years but also the 
evil influence that these have in seeming to 
solve bibliographical problems without of- 
fering one tittle of sound evidence in their 
favor, he would rather commend than repri- 
mand the trade for not accepting data on 
their face value just because they appear 
within the covers of a book. It has been 
the tendency, until recent years, to accept 
without question any statements in a pub- 
lished bibliographical work, as if the bibli- 
ographer has infallible wisdom from heaven. 
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Let your correspondent turn to Mr. Muir’s 
own pages in his latest volume, “Points, Sec- 
ond Series,” and note particularly pp. 39-57, 
where Mr. Muir reviews a good number of 
bibliographies issued during the last forty 
years. He will then see what a much more 
healthy attitude it is to “resent all new bib- 
liographies” than to accept their rulings with- 
out question. It is because good and bad 
bibliographies have been accepted in the past 
with equal favour that this new quarterly, 
Bibliographical Notes & Queries, is to be 
welcomed; it will, we hope, help to sift the 
good trom the bad.

HOLMAN F. DAY 


Hotman F. Day, author of novels of the 
Maine woods, died on February 19th at the 
age of 69. Besides numerous novels includ- 
ing “The Fight Begins” and “Clothes Make 
the Pirate,’ he was the author of several 
books of verse and numerous magazine 
stories. His other novels include “Joan of 
Arc of the North Woods,” “When Egypt 
Went Broke,” “The Rider of King Log.” 


BASIL HALL CHAMBERLAIN 


Basit Hatt CHAMBERLAIN, professor emeri- 
tus of Japanese and Philology at the Impe- 
rial University of Tokyo where he had 
taught for forty years, died in Geneva on 
February 15th at the age of 84. Mr. Cham- 
berlain was an authority on colloquial Jap- 
anese, and he published books and papers on 
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various dialects. His books published in 
this country include “Handbook for Trav- 
elers in Japan”; “Simplified Grammar of the 
Japanese Language,” “Things Japanese; 
Notes on Various Subjects Connected with 
Japan.” 


ADMIRAL ROBERT E. COONTZ 


ApMIRAL Rospert E, dene former com- 
mander of the United States Fleet, died on 
January 26th at the age of 70. Since his 
retirement in 1928 he had devoted himself 
to writing. He wrote a book of reminis- 
cences, “True Anecdotes of an Admiral,” 
published just before his death, and an earlier 
book, “From the Mississippi to the Sea,” 
both issued by Dorrance & Co. 


Catholic Book Crusade 


A cetrer to all pastors of the Archdiocese 
of New York of the Catholic Church, urg- 
ing Roman Catholics to exclude from their 
homes all reading matter that “ventilates 
obscene news and licentious scandals,’ was 
read at every mass in all the churches in the 
Archdiocese on Sunday, February 3rd. The 
letter was written by Mgr. Michael J. La- 
velle, rector of St. Patrick’s Cathedral and 
Vicar General of the Archdiocese. This 
“Crusade for Christian decency,’ Mgr. La- 
velle stated, was occasioned by the fact that 
February was the month designated by the 
Heirarchy of the United States for an annual 
appeal to urge the importance of good read- 
ing in general and particularly the patron- 
izing and reading of the Catholic press, 
books and periodicals. Nine “concrete prac- 
tices” recommended in the letter included 
(1) Exclusion from homes of all books and 
pamphlets hostile to religion and good 
morals; or that ventilate obscene news and 
licentious scandals; (2) The practice daily 
of some spiritual or religious reading; (3) 
Subscription to and perusal of the Catholic 
weekly and monthly periodicals; (4) Sub- 
scription to The Book Survey (a quarterly 
booklet giving a list and brief notice of good 
books publishing during the previous three 
months); (5) Active cooperation with Cath- 
olic organizations loyal to the crusade; (6) 
The formation of study clubs and reading 
circles; (7) The est: ablishment of book racks 
as well as school and parish libraries; (8) 
Frequent inculcation upon parents, guardians 
and directors of educational institutions of 
their duty to supervise and direct the reading 
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of those in their care; (9) A pledge not to 
buy or read anything that offends against 
decency. 


Peter Davies Makes Amends 


WHEN Perer Davies, the English publisher, 
sold a selection of his 5s. Short Biographies 
through the London Daily Express at 5s. 6d. 
for six volumes, the English booksellers pro- 
tested violently. The justice of the protest 
was so evident that Mr. Davies immediately 
admitted his mistake and offered to take 
back from the booksellers their entire stock 
of the series and give credit in full. Then 
he offered sets of the six books which had 
been offered through the newspaper at a low 
special price through such booksellers as 
wished to handle them. The president of 
the Booksellers’ Association, Basil Blackwell, 
said, “I hope booksellers will allow that Peter 
Davies has made generous amends for a step 
rashly taken. I think booksellers will agree 
that he has done his best to retrieve his mis- 
take.”

Cost of Living Studied 


FresH ESTIMATES of the present cost of living 
in this country are being meets by the 
United States Department of Labor, which 
has careful plans for-a nationwide survey of 
family expenditures. At present this survey 
has been in progress in large cities such as 
New York, Rochester, Philadelphia and 
Columbus and in smaller cities like Spring- 
field, Mass.: Dover, N. H.; Mobile, Alabama. 
The figures collected will cover not only the 
basic cost of existence, but the cost of educa- 
tion of children, insurance, and other items. 
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Woman’s Leisure Time 


In Printers’ Ink, in the issue of January 17th, 
an article on “Woman’s Leisure Time” by 
Wadsworth H. Mullen, shows that in a 
canvass of more than 3,000 women in 555 
cities and towns 7 women out of 10 stated 
that reading is the way they usually spend 
their evenings, and nearly half of those called 
upon were reading a book at the time the 
investigator made his visit. The group was 
analyzed in order to supply advertisers in 
the Woman’s Home Companion with a fresh 
picture of what women were doing with the 
leisure made possible by modern household 
inventions. Six out of 7 of the women ques- 
tioned were directly in charge of housekeep- 
ing; only 1 out of 10 had a full-time servant, 
and 2 out of 10 a part-time servant. 

Such housekeepers the booktrade may 
note would doubtless appreciate the time- 
saving value of an adequate assortment of 
cookbooks, and, for the purpose of answer- 
ing children’s questions, an adequate supply 
of reference books. It is also significant that 
two women out of every five were*fond of 
gardening. This increase in gardening in- 
terest has been reflected over the country in 
the healthy development of garden clubs 
which have become active sponsors for home 
gardening interests in hundreds of Amer- 
ican communities. 

There is also a very pertinent suggestion, 
in the number of women who expressed an 
interest in travel, for displays of travel books 
and the maintenance in bookshops of a rea- 
sonably adequate selection of travel books. 


School Children Save Field Home 


THE sAvines of nearly 100,000 school chil- 
dren in St. Louis, pennies, nickels and dimes, 
have served to restore the boyhood home of 
Eugene Field, which is soon to be turned 
into a Eugene Field Museum. The house, 
standing just off the St. Louis riverfront, 
was about to be turned into a riverfront 
rooming house a year ago when the lease- 
holder decided to raze it to escape taxes. 
The announcement brought a storm of pro- 
test, and it was discovered that the Board 
of Education owned the site. St. Louis 
school children contributed enough money 
to restore the house to the same condition it 
was in when the Field family lived in it in 


the 1850’s. 
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Schepmoes Honored

MorTIMER BROWNING, musical director of 
Greenwich House in New York City, is writ- 
ing a “Mary Poppins Suite” for orchestra, 
based on the fantasy by P. L. Travers that 
has been a best seller this winter. The vari- 
ous movements of the suite will be named 
after the chapter headings of ‘the book. 
“Mary Poppins” will soon be published in 
Italy in an Italian translation called “Maria 
Popina.” 


Dr.-Marsh Resigns from CCC 


Dr. CLarENcE S. Marsu, who has been edu- 
cational director of the CCC, has resigned 
from that post on account of his disagree- 
ment with Director Robert Fechner with 
regard to the publication of “You and Ma- 
chines” by William F. Ogburn. Dr. Fechner 
ordered “You and Machines” to be taken out 
of circulation among the CCC camps on 
the ground that it was too pessimistic. Dr. 
Marsh has accepted the position of associate 
director of the American Council of Educa- 
tion. 


American Dictionary in Process 


THE EDITORIAL worK on the great “Diction- 
ary of American English,” with which Sir 
James Craigie has been occupied for so many 
months at the University of Chicago has 
progressed to such a point that the order for 
the printing of the first part has now been 
placed.

Editor’s Note 


Improvements of standards in trade book 
design have been much commented upon 
during the past few years. Most of the lead- 
ing publishing houses now have on their 
staffs talented artist-craftsmen known as book 
designers. The work of these men has done 
much to impart style and character to the 
product of the publisher. Many trade edi- 
tion books today have elements of design 
and typographical interest that stop and per- 
suade the reader to buy. Developments all 
along the line in what may be termed the 
“mechanics of publishing” have been helpful 
in the achievement of new and interesting 
effects. P 

It 1s open to question whether this influence 
for better books has yet penetrated to any 
great extent the field of school book publish- 
ing. Many of the books which are used by 
children in school are still dull and uninter- 
esting in design, and forbidding in aspect. 

The author of this article has been making 
a study of school books for some months, 
collecting from different countries the best 
books being done today. He has had access 
to some of the old school books in George A. 
Plimpton’s collection, and the photographs in 
this article were made from those. Modern 
school books from countries like Italy and 
Russia show a plan and purpose and an in- 
tegrity of text, design and illustration some- 
times lacking in books here. The next two 
articles of this series will deal with actual 
examples of school books from different 
countries as made today, and the last article 
will suggest ideas for the design and format 
of school books of the future.

IN Hts Essay, “School Books and Their Typog- 
raphy” (Printing Review, autumn 1934), 
David Thomas writes: 

“IT well remember the occasion when my 
interest in book design was aroused—not by 
the Kelmscott “Chaucer,” which I only pored 
over a little later, but by a school book. 

“Staying one holiday, while still of tender 
years, with a friend of my mother’s, who, 
unlike other grown-ups of my acquaintance, 
gave me the unfettered run of his library, |

chanced one day to take down a largish 
book, clearly printed in small English and 
foreign characters, containing what then 
seemed an incredibly large number of thin 
pages, and asked him what it was. 

“*That, my boy,’ replied my host, ‘is the 
school edition of Liddell & Scott’s Greek 
Lexicon. You will observe the chaste sim- 
plicity of the Porson Greek judiciously 
wedded to a legible, but otherwise unobtru- 
sive, Old Style roman—you see Caslon is 
never satisfactory in the smaller sizes. A 
marvellous piece of compression, both edi- 
torial and typographic.’ ” 

Another English textbook, now eagerly 
sought by collectors, is the Pickering “Eu- 
clid,” printed at the Chiswick Press and 
published in London in 1847.* In this most 
delightful volume, colored diagrams were 
used to convey notions of the properties and 
parts of mathematical figures and magnitudes 
—a most useful and successful tool which 
might well be adopted by some publisher

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today. This edition of “Euclid” has a page 
size of 74% x 9”, and contains 268 pages. 
Like vain of Pickering’s books, it is set in 
Caslon throughout, and bound in contem- 
porary red cloth with blind and gold stamp- 
ing. With many of these school books it is 
possible to reconstruct the manners and cus- 
toms of a period. 

Camp's “Higher Geogr aphy,” a book 7 x 
g”, containing 200 pages, is set in two <a 
umns of a modern roman type and copiously 
illustrated with rather mechanical wood en- 
gravings of the period.

by, because most of them—as is the case with 
school books generally—were worn out in 
common use. The first and second readers 
were small books, bound in paper boards 
with cloth back, size 3% x 5%”. The illus- 
trations were from old wood engravings, and 
the type was appropriately large and modern. 
The fourth and fifth readers were of a larger 
format and of paler text—page size 44% x 
7’ with 330 pages in one book and 480 in 
the other. There were other reading books 
of the period, but the McGuffey readers were 
the best known, and, in general, set the pace 
for the others. Some of the books were 
bound with calfskin backs and paper-over- 
board sides, while others turn up bound 
full calf. It is no disparagement of other 
books to say that the McGuffey readers and 
New England primers have never been ex- 
celled, either in format or texts. 

The most famous of all the early spelling 
books was the “Pictorial Elementary Spelling 
Book,” known as “Old Blue Back,” by Noah 
Webster, published in 1829. It was generally 
the first book put in the hands of the child 
and often the only book many children ever 
studied. It was both speller and reader and 
is probably in large part responsible for the 
“spelling bee” fad. 

“The Normal Written Arithmetic” by Ed- 
ward Brooks, A.M., was published in Phila- 
delphia in 1863. This book of 338 pages, 





4% xX 7”, contains paper-over-board covers, 
with an embossed leather back. The typog- 
raphy is clear and legible, the paper adequate, 
and the engravings used to illustrate the text 
clear and sharp. In this book the author 
provided the answers to the problems along 
with the problems themselves. 

The field of science was covered in the 
early days by “The Boston School Com- 
pendium of Natural and Experimental Philos- 
ophy” by Richard Green Parker, 1838. It 
embraced the elementary principles of me- 
chanics, hydrostatics, hydraulics, pneumatics, 
acoustics, pyronomics, optics, electricity, gal- 
vanism, magnetism, electromagnetism, and 
astronomy. “Conversations on Chemistry” 
in 1814 developed a new method. The author, 
a woman, says that her book is offered “to 
the public and more particularly to the female 
sex.” The author’s name does not appear on 
the title-page. 

Color had not been introduced in the iilus- 
tration of books until along after the time of 
these books. Wood and copper engravings 
were used with type to get interesting effects, 
and this very economy of means did much 
to make the books convincing and interesting. 
Bright colored papers were used for bindings, 
and typographic ornaments and borders fre- 
quently framed title and text pages. 

The American Book Company in 1885 


published a Monteith’s “Youth’s History of

the United States.” With paper sides and cloth 
back, this book has a page size 6% x 8%” 
and contains 108 pages. Reviewing the pages 
of this book, with its primitive wood en- 
graved illustrations, its Victorian typography, 
one is reminded of haircloth furniture, musty 
parlors and country school houses of a day 
within the memory of many of us.

This 
standard was developed by a joint committee 
of the Binders Board Manufacturers Associa- 
tion and the Book Manufacturers Institute 
with the assistance of the Commercial Stand- 
ards Division of the bureau, and it has been 
approved as an American Standard by the 
American Standards Association.

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A.I.G.A. Discusses Periodicals 


THE FIRST MEETING of the American Institute 
of Graphic Arts to discuss periodical make-up 
was held on January 25th in the auditorium 
of the Electrical Association of New York. 
Harry A. Grosbeck, the originator of the 
meeting, at its close, suggested that a maga- 
zine clinic be planned by the Institute similar 
to the Book Clinic which has been operating 
so successfully for a number of years. 

Heyworth Campbell of Town and Country 
spoke on “the care and feeding of maga- 
zines”; Dr. M. G. Agha, Art Director of the 
Condé Nast Publications on “to bleed or not 
to bleed”; Joseph B. Platt, Art Director of 
the Butterick Publications, described the 
changing format of The Delineator during 
the past nine years; and Laurance B. Sieg- 
fried, editor of The American Printer, intro- 
duced as “Spiral” Siegfried because of the 
new binding of his magazine, explained the 
make-up and purpose of some of the pages 
in the newly-designed American Printer. 


New Broadside 


Tue Monotype Corporation OF ENGLAND in 
its latest news letter has issued a very hand- 
some broadside of the Bembo Type, the origi- 
nal cut of which was made by Francesco 
Griffo and used by Aldus Manutius in Venice 
in a tract written by Pietro Bembo. On this 
design was based the type used by Aldus for 
one of the most famous of illustrated books, 
the “Hypnerotomachia Poliphili.” 


Moisture Content Studied 


Tue Nationat Bureau oF STANDARDS, In a 
study of the relation of moisture content of 
lithographic paper to distortion in multicolor 
offset prints, has found that in a press room 
operating at 45 degrees relative humidity the 
moisture content of the paper remained prac- 
tically constant when the paper was pre-con- 
ditioned to approximately 7 per cent above 
the press room condition. This is an impor- 
tant point in obtaining accurate register of 
successive prints, as it appears to offer a 
means of avoiding dimension changes in the 
paper caused by moisture from the wet print- 
ing plate. In normal commercial practice 
the paper is conditioned to equilibrium with 
the air in the press room, and water from the 
plate causes it to expand during the first few 
printings.

A Discussion of Bindings in the Fifty Books Show 
MILTON GLICK 


Production Manager, 


Ir Is A TRADITION with many .good printers 
and typographers that fine bookmaking need 
not include fine binding. This tradition 
seems to have its origin in the period when 
the printer habitually delivered his printed 
sheets to the bookseller in quires or in a tem- 
porary paper covering with only the simplest 
sort of identifying label pasted on the out- 
side. 

In the twentieth century, Dard Hunter’s 
books, made entirely by his own hands up 
to the point of binding, and issued in loose 
signatures in a portfolio, justifiably carry 
on the old tradition because Mr. Hunter ob- 
viously intends his folios to be hand-bound 
by the purchaser. But it has now been a 
hundred years since British and American 
publishers (this includes printer-publishers 
and bookseller-publishers) began customarily 
to issue their books in permanent bindings. 

That makers of modern fine books should

be indifferent to the selection of worthy ma- 
terials and appropriate effect in the binding 
of their meticulously planned and printed 
sheets is surprising. In at least this one re- 
spect, the makers of trade editions have faced 
the bookmaking problem more squarely. 
This problem may be outlined as follows: 
Good layout may be defined as the harmoni- 
ous, interesting, and suitable choice of paper, 
ink, type, and decoration. ‘To this, crafts- 
manship in execution must be added to make 
fine typography. If good bookmaking is de- 
fined to include fine typography together 
with worthy binding, it is this all-inclusive 
term which is, or should be, a basis for 
selecting the Fifty Books of the Year. 

With this definition of good bookmaking 
as a criterion, consider the Fifty Books of 
1934. Of the Fifty, about fifteen are bound 
above reproach and several of these are very 
distinguished. Of the remaining thirty-five,

but entirely without distinction. Expecta- 
tion of hand-binding by the purchaser could 
not condone the designer’s indifference in 
more than three or four instances. Of the 
bindings under criticism, all but two either 
are limited editions or supposedly come un- 
der the heading of “fine books.” To see 
what possibilities were thus overlooked, com- 
pare the dullness of the binding of “A Gil 
Blas in California” (Ward Ritchie) with the 
originality of “Frankenstein” (Lynd Ward); 
the indifferent appearance of “Notes on the 
Merrymount Press” (D. B. Updike) with the 
sober yet pleasing “John Bunyan” (Melvin 
Loos); the uninteresting “Journal of Paul 
Du Ru” (Wm. A. Kittredge) with the 
charming “Journal, 1803” (John Benbow). 

The better half of the thirty-five bindings 
cited above consists of appropriately laid- 
out designs which use unsuitable materials. 
It is a curious logic by which a designer 
specifies a permanent 100% rag text paper 
—even perhaps handmade—yet does not re- 
quire a good leather, cloth, or other durable 
material in which to case the precious text. 

This is another aspect from which to con- 
sider the bindings of the Fifty Books of the 
Year. One of the most trustworthy questions 
for the Jury to ask as a basis for its selections 
is, “In terms of design, materials, and crafts-

nator of value per dollar of selling price. If 
a $2.50 book is a fine $2.50 worth, it would 
be favored over a $25 edition which is really 
only $10 worth. By the same criterion, of 
course, the expensive book which is fully 
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worth the money would naturally get the 
jury’s first choice. 

Among this year’s Fifty, compare the at- 
tractive but thin paper covering for the 
boards on “A California Gold Rush Miscel- 
lany” (Edwin and Robert Grabhorn) with 
the gay and durable cloth on “Rip Van 
Winkle” (Helen Gentry); or the paper cov- 
ered folio size boards of “The Essays of 
Ralph Waldo Emerson” (John Henry Nash) 
with the attractive printed cloth on “Ere- 
whon” (Elmer Adler); or the satisfactory 
morocco and buckram of the “Bibliography 
of Poe” (Edwin and Robert Grabhorn) with 
the inadequate cloth back and paper boards 
of “The Bashford Dean Collection” (Fred 
Anthoensen). 

Last year’s outstanding inconsistency be- 
tween binding material and selling price of 
the volume was furnished by the publication 
of “The Life of Our Lord.” The publishers 
issued a trade edition at $1.75 which by all 
standards of durability and suitability is a 
better bound book than the $10 edition lim- 
ited to 2387 copies bound in full paper-cov- 
ered boards (D. B. Updike). If Ernst 
Reichl had proposed to bind the trade edition 
of this book in full paper, the publisher’s 
sales department would probably have said, 
“We can’t ask $1.75 for a book like that”— 
and they would have been right.

PAPER AND ITS RELATIONSHIP TO BOOKs. By

This reprint of a Dent memorial lecture is an 
appropriate addition to a little bibliographical 
series which contains Michael Sadleir’s Au- 
thors and Publishers and John Johnson’s The 
Printer, His Customers and His Men. On a 
little over 50 small pages the author manages 
to present carefully chosen information on 
the history of paper making as well as on 
modern methods and modern applications. 
The volume is just the kind of compre- 
hensive, yet condensed, account upon a phase 
of bookmaking that is so rarely found and 


so very useful. There is only one limitation 
to its usefulness in this country, and that 1s 
the repeated emphasis upon esparto grass as 
a raw material, which, I believe, is much 
more important in England than on this 
side of the Atlantic.

of paper fibres, illustrations of older Euro- 
pean and Oriental processes, reproductions 
and actual samples of watermarks, and most 
stunning photographs of present-day primi- 
tive paper making in Kashmir and India. 
The book is a veritable picture bible of paper 
making by hand, and in itself a handsome 
piece of bookmaking in the grand manner. 

It is quite obvious that the author has gone 
far to see for himself and to write upon first 
hand evidence. Beyond that, much of the 
material has been gathered in correspondence 
with paper making experts in many parts of 
the world and with government officials in 
districts where interesting methods have 
survived.

The little volume of 68 pages is written 
specifically for young people entering the 
English papermaking trade as junior sales- 
men. It is therefore naturally limited in its 
scope. Conditions described are exclusively 
those in the English trade, and of the manu- 
facturing side of papermaking there is not 
more than just enough to help understand 
the simple foundations. Also, there is no 
more specific attention given to book papers 
than to all the many other varieties. Within 
these limitations, however, the book is com- 
petently written and like everything that is 
well done in its own scope, “Introducing 
Paper” can be recommended to the many 
people looking for more substantial informa- 
tion on the subject of paper and its place 
in the working world of today.

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Type Faces 


TYPE DESIGNS by A. F. Johnson, of the British 
Museum. London, Grafton & Co., 1934. 
1os. 6d. 


Mr. A. F. Johnson knew very well what he 
wanted to do when he brought out his “Type 
Designs.” He says in the beginning of his 
short preface: “Since the publication of Mr. 
Updike’s ‘Printing Types’ in 1922, some im- 
portant researches into the history of typog- 
raphy have appeared, for the most part in the 
pages of periodicals. It is the purpose of this 
book to collect this new material together, 
and it is hoped that in some respects a more 
consistent story of the development of type 
form is given than has hitherto been possi- 
ble.” 

It is but fair to say that this aim has 
been achieved. The book is a carefully writ- 
ten account of great accuracy and it will be 
welcomed in the literature of bookmaking as 
a compact, coherent history. It is essentially 
a historian’s account, and this is the reason 
why it cannot be said in any way to take the 
place of Mr. Updike’s “Printing Types,” so 
essentially the work of a printer. Mr. Up- 
dike’s book tells, I believe, more of the char- 
acter of printing type, its use and its limita- 
tions. Also, his book, in terms of a type his- 
tory, manages to give a complete survey of 
the development of book designing. Mr. 
Johnson’s book, on the other side, goes deep 
into the sources of our knowledge about type 
faces, and gives an illuminating account of 
the very gradual, step-by-step advance of de- 
sign. 

It will be most useful, I should think, 
to all those who are looking for a first intro- 
duction to the history of type faces, and to 
those who wish to inform themselves about 
the present status of our knowledge in the 
field.

This is an anniversary volume for Anna 
Simons, the noted German calligrapher, who 
late in the 18g90’s studied under Edward 
Johnston in London, and spread the gospel 
of hand lettering over the German speaking 
continent. The book, with its varied con- 
tributions from many countries and in several 
languages (among them English articles by 
Edward Johnston, Stanley Morison and 
others) is an impressive monument of 
achievement. It gives a fascinating picture 
of a life devoted with singular earnestness to 
a single artistic pursuit. There are some in- 
teresting reproductions of penmanship and 
portrait photographs in the volume. 


THE BEGINNINGS OF PRINTING IN THE STATE OF 
INDIANA, comprising a brief analysis of the 
literary production, and a list of items printed 
to 1850. By Mary Alden Walker. Craw- 
fordsville, Indiana. R.E. Banta, 1934. $5.00. 


This study, originally a master’s thesis in the 
Columbia University Library School, was 
published by a local Indiana printer, who 
recognized a valuable contribution to the his- 
tory of the American press. While the 
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emphasis of the study lies on the _biblio- 
graphical side, there is a real attempt to 
describe the place of the printing press in an 
early 19th century Middle Western state. A 
picture has been drawn which may be taken 
as typical of more general conditions at the 
time in a wider region. 


THE LIBRARIES OWN PRINTING. By Frank 
Keller Walter. Chicago, American Library 
Association, 1934. $1.50. 


The little volume, by the director of the 
Library and the Library School of the Uni- 
versity of Minnesota, “is not a manual for 
the professional printer or the bibliophile. 
Its purpose is to discuss a few of the prin- 
ciples on which effective printing for libraries 
is based and which are at the same time 
practicable for small jobs and limited appro- 
priations.” 


Cloth Bindings Included in Art 
and Industry Exhibit 


IT HAS BEEN INTERESTING to find that in the 
Royal Academy Exhibit of Art and Industry 
cloth bindings have been on display side by 
side with the finest hand tooled leather. 
Never has there been a time when commer- 
cial cloth bindings have been produced with 
such care and taste as in recent years, and 
this acceptance of the importance of the place 
of cloth bindings in an art exhibit of this 
importance is particularly significant to the 
trade. 

The British and Colonial Printer, speaking 
of the exhibit, remarks that, while “the artis- 
tic keynote has been maintained, the bindings 
are eminently strong and serviceable. It is 
noticeable, both here and throughout the book 
section, that linen bindings are coming back 
into fashion and are being used in all sorts 
of delightful colors and printed with con- 
trasting inks. There is much less use of gilt 
than formerly, though a revival of the Vic- 
torian use of stamped design on cloth is 
noted. Some of the special bindings show 
novel cloths, gilded canvas, limp and stiff 
vellum, and in one instance the cloth is wash- 
able and in another both washable and water- 
proof.” 

The planning of this exhibit was in charge 
of a very distinguished committee, which in- 
cluded John Johnson of Oxford, Stanley 
Morison, Basil Blackwell, Stanley Unwin, 
Michael Sadleir and others.

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Book Design Influences Sales 


AN INTERESTING EXPERIMENT in the influence 
of book design on sales is reported to us by 
Otto Maurice Forkert of the Cuneo Press. 
This happened during A Century of Progress 
in Chicago. Each year an illustrated hand- 
book cataloging and describing the exhibits 
in the Hall of Science was published and 
sold exclusively in the Hall of Science. The 
book each year was sold without ballyhoo 
only upon request of the visitor to the Fair 
at the information booth. In 1933, with an 
attendance of 22,000,000 visitors, 22,000 cop- 
ies were sold. In 1934, with an attendance 
of only 16,000,000 visitors, approximately 
70,000 copies were sold. Public interest in 
the Hall of Science was greater in 1933 than 
in 1934. 

Mr. Forkert attributes the increased sale of 
58,000 copies of this handbook to the im- 
proved design, and the editors of the hand- 
book as well as C. H. Menger, director of 
the Hall of Science, agree with him. The 
illustrations above indicate to some extent the 
improvement of the 1934 edition over that of 


1933. The page size of the 1933 edition 
was 5” by 734”; the 1934 edition was 5°” 
by 914”. The cover design of the 1933 edi- 
tion was plain lettering with the World's 
Fair seal; that of the 1934 edition was more 
modern with a symbolic design of a microm- 
eter holding the globe. 

The text pages of the 1933 edition were 
not clearly organized in regard to titles, sub- 
titles and notes; there were no running heads 
and no additional blank pages for notes. 
In the’ 1934 edition there were distinct typo- 
graphical divisions of titles, supporting the 
difficult scientific arrangement of text matter. 
Each page carried a running head telling the 
visitor what exhibit he was reviewing, and 
there were additional blank pages for notes. 

From the manufacturing standpoint, both 
books were produced within one week by the 
Cuneo Press, and sold each year for 15 cents. 
The 1933 edition contained 144 pages and 
the 1934 edition carried 192 pages. Each 
edition contained approximately 35 full page 
illustrations.

Publisher's Cloth—(Continued) 


An Outline History of Publisher's Binding in England, 1820-1900

Part Il 
4. The Origins of Cloth. 


There has been during the past ten years 
a good deal of speculation and a certain 
amount of research into the origin of an in- 
novation which is now recognized as being of 
paramount importance in the history of pub- 
lishing and book production. And for the 
text of successive findings and theories the 
reader must be referred to Mr. Geoffrey 
Keynes’ “William Pickering” (1924), Mr. 
Sadleir’s “Binding Styles” (1930), a corre- 
spondence in The Publishers’ Circular (Lon- 
don, December, 1931, and January, 1932) 
and my own “Binding Variants” (1932). I 


am not aware that any evidence of first- 
class importance has since come to light, and 
the extent of our knowledge to date can be 
contained in a brief summary. 

There has always been a regular tradition, 
which I have traced back as far as Knight's 
Penny Magazine for December 31, 1833, that 
at some date in the first half of the ’twenties 
edition binding in cloth was introduced by 
William Pickering, publisher, of Chancery 
Lane. 

There is some evidence—to be found in 
The Bookbinder’s Trade Circular for May, 
1855—that a London binder, Charles Sully, 
was binding editions of Pickering’s Dia- 
mond Classics in calico cloth in either 1822 
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or 1823. Advertisements of books bound in 
cloth appear in Pickering’s catalogs from the 
spring of 1826 onwards, and as early as 
July 31, 1825, he announced in The Ob- 
server, his edition of Johnson’s Works “in 
extra red cloth boards.” 

I think there can be no reasonable doubt 
that the original idea is due to William Pick- 
ering: and even though we do not yet know 
either the exact year or the earliest book, it 
is safe to say that at some date before 1825 
some kind of primitive calico material was 
being used for some of his publications. 

Positively the earliest mention I have 
found of a book published in cloth does not 
in fact come from Pickering at all; for in 
Bent’s Literary Advertiser of May, 1825, we 
find Borrow’s translation of “Faustus” an- 
nounced by Simpkin, Marshall in “cloth,” 
and the book itself is familiar in a russet 
colored unglazed calico eminently appropri- 
ate to the date. But it would take more than 
an isolated instance like this to dethrone 
Pickering from his well-authenticated posi- 
tion, and indeed this reference may more 
properly be taken to support the tentative 
earlier date of 1822 or 1823 for his original 
use of the material. 

Inferences of early date drawn from books 
themselves can only be made with extreme 
caution, and a book which is found both 
in cloth and in boards is always poor evi- 
dence. Observers are dangerously prone to 
conclude, because they have never seen a cer- 
tain book, dated, say, 1820, in boards, while 
it is familiar in cloth, that therefore the cloth 
binding is primary. But where the number 
of such instances is as large as experience 
has taught me that it is for books in this 
category, an observed negative becomes more 
than ever a broken reed on which to hang 
a conclusion. 

Yet whatever is the date, and whoever was 
the binder, of the first book issued in edi- 
tion-bound cloth, it was not until Archibald 
Leighton took up the innovation that it be- 
gan to look like a commercial possibility. 
Pickering and his binder tentatively adapted 
an alien material to the covering of books, 
as being a “neater mode in which to do the 
boarded portion [of an edition partly to be 
bound in leather] than the present one”— 
thus R. E. Lawson in 1855, quoting Picker- 
ing’s own words. But Leighton, after a series 
of experiments, created book cloth: and with 
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that creation, publisher’s cloth binding was 
born. 


5- The Early Years, 1825-1831. 

The problems with which Leighton was 
faced were three. One was the difficulty of 
finding a satisfactory filling for the porous 
fabric, which would be impermeable to the 
necessary heated glue. The second was to 
get the filling and the weave to take the dye 
with even results. The third was to conceal 
the weave of the fabric as much as possible. 
The surviving condition of the primitive 
cloths shows how imperfectly these problems 
had been solved before the end of the ’twen- 
ties; and the crude appearance of the undis- 
guised threads in the calico was a powerful 
factor in the public and trade resistance to 
the innovation. Leighton marshalled the re 
sources of his own staff and of his friends 
in the allied trades—calenderers, paper-em- 
bossers, ribbon-manufacturers, etc.—in his de- 
termination to overcome these obstacles. 
Eventually he achieved, by means of starch 
or some other vegetable substance, a satis- 
factory filling: he discovered that by dyeing 
the fabric and the filling substance separately, 
before they were combined into the finished 
cloth, an even color could be obtained: and 
he finally hit on the expedient of graining 
the cloth, to conceal the distasteful basic 
patina. By 1828 he had produced a smooth, 
highly glazed book cloth of real elegance, 
which was consistently used by Pickering, 
for one, for many years afterwards: and by 
1830, a cloth was on the market neatly 
grained in imitation of morocco leather. The 
imitation was direct, and doubtless conscious: 
for Leighton and the cloth-minded publish- 
ers saw that if cloth was to become acceptable 
as a substitute, even an admittedly inferior 
subsitute, for leather, it must begin by look- 
ing as much like leather as possible. 

The elementary problems of the cloth 
fabric itself were solved by the beginning of 
the ’thirties. But except with the type- 
printed calico cloths which appeared in 1829, 
titling was still applied by means of labels: 
mainly the conventional printed paper labels, 
but occasionally of gilt-tooled leather. Deco- 
rative labels and labels printed on colored 
paper had been by no means unknown dur- 
ing the era of boards: and towards the end 
of the ’twenties more enterprising varieties 
of these begin to appear, notably those 
printed in gold on glazed black or dark 
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green paper; and it is clear that the new 
fabric was felt to need something more am- 
bitious in the way of titling. The silk-bound 
annuals of 1828 and subsequent years were, 
indeed, lettered direct in gilt, but this was 
done by hand, in the tradition of leather, 
and was only possible for de luxe volumes 
retailing at fancy prices. Nevertheless, this 
treatment was the forerunner of the next 
great development in the field of commercial 
cloth—a development which put it not 
merely on the map but right in the public 
eye. 


6. The Struggle for Recognition, 1532-1840. 

By 1831 a process for producing “watered” 
cloth had been suggested by Leighton to De 
la Rue, the paper embosser, and carried into 
effect. In the following year experiments 
directed to a much more important object— 
gilt lettering and blocking direct onto cloth 
by machinery—were crowned with success. 
A system of dressing the cloth so that it 
would take gilt was the essential factor, and 
it seems probable that such a system was 
first suggested to Leighton by the publisher 
H. G. Bohn, based on his experience with 
dressing silk for similar purposes in the 
workshop of his father, J. H. Bohn, the 
binder. The experiments were conducted 
by James Leonard Wilson, draper, of St. 
John Street, in collaboration with Leighton; 
and between the issue of volume one of 
Murray’s collected edition of Byron and the 
issue of volume two the process was _per- 
fected for use. Volume one has a_ paper 
label, lettered in gilt, stuck on the spine: 
volume two was blocked, with the same de- 
sign, direct onto the watered cloth. Bohn, 
writing in 1888 (The Bookbinder, vol. 1, p. 
50), claims that his edition of Westall & 
Martin’s “Bible Prints” was the first book 
treated by this revolutionary technique, but 
whichever has priority, the date is securely 
fixed as 1832. 

The new process gained rapid ground, and 
within a very few years a number of ex- 
tremely well designed bindings had ap- 
peared. Formal frames for spine lettering 
and gilt-blocked vignettes on the side were 
soon accompanied by the beginnings of in- 
dividual treatment, such as that found on 
the London edition of Michael Scott’s “Tom 
Cringle’s Log,” as early as 1833. 

Owing to the scarcity of binders’ tickets 
at this date, it is difficult to say how far 
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this enterprising attitude was diffused 
through the binding trade. But certain pub- 
lishers—Macrone is perhaps the outstanding 
example—showed in the middle ’thirties a 
marked taste for experiment with the ex- 
panding technical possibilities. 

The watered cloths were followed by dia- 
per in 1833 and a fine variety of ribbed in 
1836: both fabrics destined for well-deserved 
permanence: and ripple grain appeared in 
the closing years of the decade. More con- 
spicuous, often extremely attractive, but in 
the event less influential, were the “ribbon 
embossed” fabrics which swept over the mid- 
dle ‘thirties in a wave of elegance. These 
cloths, patterned in the piece with floral and 
similar raised designs, were borrowed from 
the trade whose name they bear, and they 
did notable service to their adopted employ- 
ment by impressing on the public the possi- 
bilities of gaiety and elegance inherent in 
publisher’s cloth. Before the end of the 
decade, however, they had disappeared al- 
most entirely, together with those delicately 
tinted, glazed, whorl-patterned fabrics which 
had a vogue between 1832 and 1835. The 
embossed cloths were too expensive: and 
they required much more careful accommo- 
dation from the blocking designers than the 
close grained book cloths proper, on which 
the increasingly elaborate products of the 
pictorial style could be impressed without 
incongruity. They were the inspiration of 
that phase, in the two or three years on 
each side of 1840, of elaborate and deeply- 
incised blind designs, usually formal in char- 
acter, which were specially cut for particu- 
lar books: but these, too, gave way before 
the flood tide of pictorial gilding.
